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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  year  1993  began  with  new  hopes  and  high  expectations.  President  William  Clin- 
ton took  office  during  January  with  new  ideas  and  the  goal  of  turning  the  economy  around, 
by  providing  jobs  for  the  unemployed  and  health  care  for  all  citizens. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  began  the  new  year  with  the  hope  that  the  local  economy 
would  improve  and  that  both  the  State  and  Federal  Government  would  provide  additional 
revenue  to  the  cities  and  towns.  Unfortunately,  little  has  changed.  President  Clinton’s 
programs  and  ideas  still  have  a long  way  to  go  to  benefit  Fairhaven  and  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  area. 

In  February,  Fire  Chief  Donald  Bernard  retired  after  ten  years  as  Chief  and  twenty- 
seven  years  as  a member  of  the  Fire  Department.  Throughout  his  career,  Chief  Bernard 
dedicated  his  life  in  the  service  of  his  Department  and  Town.  Fairhaven  was  shocked  by  his 
untimely  death  on  September  1,  1993.  Chief  Bernard  will  be  remembered  as  a historian, 
publisher  and  an  ambassador  of  good  will  who  showed  his  love  for  his  family  and  his  Town. 

Deputy  Chief  David  Crowley  was  appointed  Acting  Chief  and  on  August  10,  1993 
was  appointed  Chief.  The  Board  offers  Chief  Crowley  its  support  in  revamping  the  Fire 
Department. 

The  April  Annual  Town  Election  provided  few  surprises,  as  incumbent  Patrick  Mullen 
was  returned  to  the  Selectmen’s  Office. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  provided  the  Town  with  a level  funded  budget.  No  new 
revenue  was  available  from  the  State  with  the  exception  of  the  passage  of  the  Education 
Reform  Law,  Chapter  71 A of  the  Acts  of  1993.  This  ambitious  law  is  to  provide  billions  of 
dollars  for  improving  the  Educational  System  in  Massachusetts  during  the  next  seven  years. 
This  law  requires  all  children  in  the  State  to  receive  a decent  education.  A series  of  formu- 
las with  the  financial  requirements  has  been  set  by  the  law,  which  will  require  the  Town  to 
reach  a foundation  budget  of  approximately  $5,500.00  per  student,  per  year.  During  1993, 
the  Fairhaven  School  System  received  $634,000.00  in  new  money  from  the  State  with  an 
additional  funding  from  Fairhaven  in  excess  of  $200,000.00.  The  law  requires  this  standard 
of  effort,  not  only  for  the  Fairhaven  School  System  but  also  for  New  Bedford  Vocational 
High  School  and  Bristol  County  Agricultural  High  School. 

Town  Meeting  also  funded  the  initial  year  for  curbside  recycling.  Beginning  in  Octo- 
ber, Waste  Management  Inc.,  the  low  bidder,  began  collecting  glass,  plastics,  tin  and  alumi- 
num cans  and  newspaper  on  an  every  other  week  schedule.  During  the  three  months,  Octo- 
ber thru  December,  curbside  recycling  resulted  in  the  collection  of  240  tons  of  recyclable  or 
approximately  15%  of  the  household  waste  stream. 
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During  1993,  the  Town  did  receive  some  good  news  as  the  proposed  incineration  of 
PCBs  in  New  Bedford  Harbor  was  stopped  and  is  currently  being  reviewed  by  a study 
committee  representing  the  residents  and  Federal  and  State  Agencies.  The  Board  of  Select- 
men would  like  to  thank  the  efforts  of  Senators  Edward  Kennedy  and  John  Keary,  Repre- 
sentative Barney  Frank,  Senator  Mark  Montigny  and  Representative  William  Straus,  Hands 
Across  the  River,  Concerned  Parents  for  Fairhaven  and  the  Downwind  Coalition  for  per- 
suading EPA  to  review  their  decision. 

In  August,  Police  Chief  Stephen  L.  Foster,  Jr.  resigned  as  Chief  and  was  re-assigned 
to  his  former  position  as  Sergeant.  The  Board  would  like  to  thank  him  for  his  year  of 
service.  On  September  28,  1993,  Sergeant  Edward  Silva  was  appointed  Chief  and  it  is 
hoped  that  he  will  lead  Fairhaven’s  Finest  into  the  Twenty-First  Century. 

During  the  year,  the  Town  experiencedthe  growth  of  the  Town’s  largest  private  em- 
ployer. Acushnet  Company  — Titleist/Footjoy  Worldwide  announced  the  completion  of  its 
Phase  II  renovations  of  the  west  wing  of  their  existing  building,  which  will  be  used  for 
research  and  development  of  golf  balls  and  related  products.  Titleist/Footjoy  Worldwide 
also  began  construction  of  an  estimated  175,000  square  foot  warehouse  for  storage  and 
distribution.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  also  like  to  welcome  Pirate’s  Cove  Marina, 
Blimpie,  Fairhaven  Antique  Market  and  WBSM  Radio  Station  to  Fairhaven. 

At  the  November  Special  Town  Meeting,  Town  members  voted  to  borrow  $1.8  mil- 
lion to  settle  the  landfill  (Fairhaven  Drive-In  property)  eminent  domain  case.  This  decision 
will  effect  the  Town’s  financial  situation  for  many  years  to  come  as  debt  and  interest  pay- 
ments are  made. 

This  Special  Town  Meeting  also  embarked  on  three  ambitious  projects  that  could 
solve  major  Town  problems  and  hopefully,  in  two  cases,  provide  revenue  to  the  Town. 

After  more  than  10  years,  it  appears  that  a solution  has  been  found  to  the  sewer  prob- 
lems on  West  Island.  The  western  side  (inhabited  portion)  of  West  Island  has  377  houses, 
the  majority  of  which  are  located  on  lots  ranging  in  size  from  6,000  to  8,000  square  feet. 
Most  houses  are  year  round  dwellings  with  cesspools  and  or  55  gallon  drum  systems  lo- 
cated in  the  yard.  The  majority  of  systems  have  failed  or  are  in  some  stage  of  failure.  Health 
dangers  exist  for  the  resident  and  pollution  problems  have  closed  shellfish  beds  and  beaches. 

Following  numerous  meetings  with  State  officials,  the  consensus  is  to  build  a treat- 
ment plant  on  West  Island  and  dispose  of  the  treated  effluent  on  Department  of  Environ- 
mental Management  land  on  the  east  side  of  the  Island.  To  date,  the  Town  has  identified  and 
tested  two  (2)  sites  that  would  handle  the  100,000  gallons,  per  day,  of  treated  effluent  from 
homes  on  the  Island.  The  Town  also  has  been  successful  in  obtaining  a potential  commit- 
ment from  Farmer’s  Home  Administration  to  finance  a portion  of  the  projects  estimated 
$6.3  million  cost  for  design  and  construction  of  a collection  system,  treatment  plant  and 
disposal  site  on  West  Island. 
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The  second  major  project  is  to  develop  a Public-Private  Regional  Sludge  Composting 
Facility  and  Septage  Pre-Treatment  Facility  at  the  Town’s  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant. 

The  Town  is  faced  with  economic  constraints,  which  will  make  it  financially  difficult 
to  provide  our  residents  with  services  that  are  either  required  by  law  or  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  environment.  As  a result,  the  Town  is  proposing  to  develop  a partnership  with  the 
private  sector  to  provide  the  services.  Based  on  Federal  and  State  Regulations,  the  Town 
will  be  eliminating  the  disposal  of  its  sewer  sludge  at  its  landfill  and  must  develop  a plan  for 
its  disposal.  The  belief  is  that  composting  is  the  best  available  option  and  a privately  devel- 
oped composting  facility  would  be  the  best  alternative.  The  process  would  use  leaf  and 
yard  waste  as  the  bulking  agent  and  would  result  in  an  end  product  which  is  loam.  At  this 
time,  the  Town  negotiated  an  agreement  with  Resource  Conservation  Services  to  construct 
this  $7-8  million  facility  at  no  cost  to  the  Town.  If  this  project  is  successful,  the  Town 
would  have  free  disposal  of  it’s  sludge  and  leaf  and  yard  waste  for  the  next  20-30  years, 
while  also  obtaining  a host  fee  for  out  of  Town  sludge  and  septic  waste  and  sharing  in  the 
profits  from  the  end  product  - compost. 

The  third  and  probably  the  most  exciting  is  the  concept  of  landfill  reclamation  and  the 
upgrading  of  the  Bridge  Street  Landfill  and  avoiding  closure. 

Environmentally  sound  landfill  space  is  becoming  increasingly  scarce.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  during  the  next  five  years,  that  nearly  one  hundred  unlined  landfills  in  Massachu- 
setts will  have  to  close.  Bridge  Street  is  one  of  these  scheduled  to  close.  The  cost  to  dispose 
of  trash  will  continue  to  go  up  as  sites  close. 

A more  cost-effective  and  acceptable  option  is  to  reuse  existing  landfills.  This  new 
technology  is  called  Landfill  Reclamation  of  Landfill  Remodeling. 

Landfill  Reclamation  creates  new  space  by  excavating  existing  areas.  This  process 
separates  and  stores  soil  to  be  used  as  future  cover  material  or  to  be  sold.  Large  items  such 
as  boulders  and  concrete  are  recycled  by  crushing.  The  ferrous  metals  are  also  removed  and 
recycled.  The  remaining  material  is  then  shredded  and  recuperated  and  then  buried  in  a 
lined  cell. 

The  Town  has  scheduled  BioSafe,  Inc.  as  its  contractor  (subject  to  Town  Meeting 
approval).  A feasibility  study  should  commence  in  early  1994.  If  successful,  the  Town 
would  avoid  $3  million  in  closure  costs,  while  providing  space  for  the  future  needs  of  the 
Town. 

It  appears  that  1993  was  the  beginning  of  a recovery  for  the  Town  and  it  is  hoped  that 
1994  will  be  another  step  forward  for  Fairhaven  and  its  residents. 
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With  limited  revenue  available,  your  input  and  support  is  needed.  Please  get  in- 
volved. If  you  are  willing  to  serve,  please  contact  the  Selectmen’s  Office.  You  can  make  a 
difference.

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BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


The  Assessors  Office  welcomed  two  new  Senior  Clerks  to  it’s  Staff  this  year.  Kristine 
Kosczwara  replacing  Cheryl  Forand  who  transferred  to  the  Part-time  position  in  the 
Collector’s  Office  and  Jane  Bettencourt  replacing  Joan  Femald  who  resigned  to  return  to 
the  real  estate  field. 

Fiscal  Year  1994  was  not  a re-certification  year  for  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  and  after 
careful  review  of  1992  sales,  it  was  determined  that  no  adjustments  were  necessary  for 
properties  in  Fairhaven. 

Due  to  a delay  in  completing  1992  building  permits,  the  Fiscal  Year  1994  first  half  tax 
bills  were  issued  on  November  4, 1993  and  were  due  on  December  6, 1993.  Approximately 
120  taxpayers  filed  applications  for  abatement. 

Two  betterments  billings  were  issued  this  year,  in  addition  to  routine  work  completed 
in  the  office. 

Much  work  has  been  done  working  with  the  91 1 Emergency  System.  There  are  addi- 
tional changes  which  must  be  made.  We  ask  for  your  assistance  and  cooperation.  Much 
thought  goes  into  making  these  changes  and  although  not  always  well  received,  it  is  neces- 
sary in  order  for  emergency  vehicles  to  locate  the  origination  of  the  call  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible. The  assessors  office  notifies  all  town  boards  as  well  as  the  police  and  fire  depart- 
ments, board  of  public  works,  telephone  company,  gas  and  electric  company  and  post  of- 
fice. 


The  year  1993  has  been  a successful  year  regarding  education  in  the  assessors  office. 
Part  time  assessors  Delfino  Garcia  and  Patrick  Flinn  attended  and  successfully  passed  the 
Department  of  Revenue  Course  101,  Assessment  Administration:  Law,  Procedures,  Valua- 
tion. Patrick  Flinn  also  attended  and  successfully  completed  Massachusetts  Association  of 
Assessing  Officers  Course  200,  Principles  of  Assessing  Procedures. 

In  addition,  Kristine  Kosczwara  and  Jane  Bettencourt  received  certificates  for  atten- 
dance at  the  Department  of  Revenue  Course  100,  for  clerks. 

Assessor  Chairman  Jeanne  Reedy,  won  election  to  serve  on  the  Massachusetts  Asso- 
ciation of  Assessing  Officers  Executive  Board  and  is  looking  forward  to  serving  as  the 
association’s  president  in  the  future.

BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 
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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


The  Board  of  Public  Works  would  like  to  thank  all  employees  in  the  departments  for 
their  cooperation  and  dedication  during  the  past  year. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  has  contracted  with  Defeo,  Wait  and  Pare’,  Inc.  to  design 
and  inspect  the  construction  of  water  corrosion  control  facilities  at  the  Wolf  Island  and 
Tinkham  Lane  well  sites.  The  work  was  completed  in  late  November  and  placed  on-line 
November  29, 1993.  This  treatment  should  eliminate  all  the  green  color  in  the  bath  fixtures. 
Copper  oxide  caused  the  discoloration. 

Water  mains  were  extended  on  West  Island  on  the  north  side  of  Causeway  Road  on 
the  following  streets:  Bluepoint  Road  from  Dogwood  Street  to  Fir  Street;  Ebony  Street 
from  Causeway  Road  to  House  #185;  Fir  Street  from  Causeway  Road  to  House  #166.  All 
the  homes  on  the  north  side  of  Causeway  Road  now  have  access  to  Town  water. 

On  the  south  side  of  Causeway  Road,  water  mains  were  extended  on  the  following 
streets:  Littleneck  Road  from  Cottonwood  Street  to  Ebony  Street;  Fishermans  Road  from 
Cottonwood  Street  to  Fir  Street;  Gull  Island  Road  from  Cottonwood  Street  to  Dogwood 
Street;  Dogwood  Street  from  Causeway  Road  to  Gull  Island  Road;  Ebony  Street  from  Cause- 
way Road  to  Littleneck  Road. 

Our  water  main  rehabilitation  program  focused  on  the  following  streets:  Pease  Street, 
Cowen  Street,  Bridge  Street  from  Middle  Street  to  Green  Street,  Green  Street  from  Huttleston 
Avenue  to  Washington  Street,  Spring  Street  from  Main  Street  to  Green  Street,  Walnut  Street 
and  William  Street  from  Washington  Street  to  Spring  Street  and  Rodman  Street  from  Laurel 
Street  to  Green  Street. 

Water  mains  were  replaced  with  8"  diameter  ductile  iron  pipe  on  Green  Street  from 
Bridge  Street  to  Spring  Street  and  on  Cowen  Street.  The  program  was  to  clean  and  cement 
line  old  pipes  and  replace  old  fire  hydrants  which  were  outdated. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  now  conducting  a water  audit,  which  is  required  by 
DEP  for  our  water  withdrawal  permit.  The  results  should  be  achieved  by  mid- 1994. 

The  reconstruction  of  Washington  Street  has  been  completed.  The  construction  site 
was  located  between  Main  Street  and  Huttleston  Avenue.  This  was  a full  reconstruction  of 
the  drainage  pipes  and  roadway,  with  a partial  reconstruction  of  the  sidewalks  and  curbings. 
The  Board  of  Public  Works  voted  to  accept  the  work  as  of  December  14, 1993.  This  project 
was  funded  with  Chapter  90  and  31  funds  and  also  Town  funds. 

The  Highway  Department  chipsealed  roadways  this  year  located  on  the  west  side  of 
Sconticut  Neck  Road  from  Rockland  Street  to  Manhattan  Avenue  and  also  Bayview  Av- 
enue. Also  chipsealed  were  Brown  Street  and  Spruce  Street  located  in  North  Fairhaven. 
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This  program  raised  great  concern  from  the  abutters  who  disliked  the  chipseal  appearance 
and  texture.  It  was  explained  that  road  construction  funds  had  been  reduced  over  the  last 
few  years  to  approximately  $100,000±  from  the  previous  amount  of  $500,000±.  If  we  want 
to  extend  the  life  of  roadways  without  additional  reconstruction  funds,  this  type  of  program 
is  necessary. 

Our  landfill  remains  open  and  we  are  still  accepting  out  of  Town  trash  for  a fee.  The 
Selectmen  are  looking  into  a process  which  will  extend  the  life  of  the  landfill. 

There  were  two  new  subdivisions  constructed  this  year,  Lloyd  Farms  Estates  off  of 
Alden  Road  and  Judson  Drive  off  of  Gellette  Road.  These  two  projects  are  partially  com- 
pleted. 

The  North  Fairhaven  Drainage  Study  was  completed  by  Tibbetts  Engineering  Corp. 
The  study  was  presented  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  No  funds  were  raised  to  draw  up 
plans  and  specifications.

We  are  currently  placing  trash  in  the  Phase  1 A area  of  the  landfill.  Under  Phase  1 A 
and  IB  the  landfill  has  been  taking  outside  trash  at  a fee  to  help  raise  money  for  the  future 
closure  costs.  We  will  continue  this  operation  into  1994. 

SEMASS  continues  to  take  Town  of  Fairhaven  burnable  trash  converting  it  to  energy. 
All  metals  are  being  recycled  at  the  landfill. 

With  door  to  door  pickup  of  recyclable  items  the  Recycle  Center  at  the  landfill  has 
been  reduced  in  staffing.  The  Recycle  Center  does  continue  to  take  oil,  oil  filters,  batteries 
and  cardboard.  The  leaf  and  grass  composting  area  has  produced  some  fine  loam  and  is 
being  given  to  the  public  for  use  as  loam  or  mulch. 

The  1984  Caterpillar  816B  Compactor  is  in  fair  running  condition.  The  compactor  is 
running  every  day,  however,  breakdowns  are  becoming  more  frequent. 

The  1990  Caterpillar  963  Track  Loader  is  in  good  running  condition  as  it  runs  every 

day. 

The  refuse  contractor,  ABC  Disposal,  continues  to  do  a fine  job  and  receives  good 
reports  from  the  public. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  men  at  the  Landfill  and  Recycle  Center  for  their  cooperation 
and  a job  well  done.

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THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE

AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District  continued 
to  serve  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  during  1993.  SRPEDD  (pronounced  sir-ped)  is  a locally 
run  regional  agency  serving  southeastern  Massachusetts. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  was  represented  on  the  SRPEDD  Com- 
mission by  Wayne  Fostin  and  Raymond  Fleurent.  The  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group 
representative  was  Wayne  Fostin. 

Some  of  SRPEDD’s  more  significant  accomplishments  in  1993  were: 

• Completion  and  certification  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP) 
and  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP)  which  set  regional  priorities 
and  made  cities  and  towns  eligible  for  federal  and  state  grants  for  transportation  and 
economic  development  projects. 

• Staffing  of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED)  Corporation,  which 
makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In  1993  SEED  approved  loans  to  15 
small  businesses  in  the  amount  of  $2.7  million.  These  loans  are  projected  to  create 
160  new  jobs. 

• Completion  and  approval  of  the  Regional  Transportation  Plan,  which  addressed  all 
modes  o f transportation  for  the  next  twenty  years  and  included  a region-wide  travel 
demand  computer  model. 

• SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environmental  impact  of  larger  development  projects  in  the 
region  to  insure  that  potential  harmful  impacts  will  be  addressed.  This  year,  we  re- 
viewed 47  such  projects,  commenting  on  the  impact  on  traffic,  water  supply,  sewage 
disposal,  wetlands,  and  other  development-related  issues.  1 1 applications  for  federal 
and  state  funds  were  reviewed  to  insure  consistency  with  other  plans  and  efficient  use 
of  public  funds. 

• SRPEDD  conducts  a district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintains  a com- 
puter file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  for  the  period  1980  to  the  present  through- 
out the  region. 

• SRPEDD  worked  with  GATRA  and  SRTA  on  issues  such  as  route  evaluations,  mar- 
keting, service  to  elderly  and  handicapped  persons  and  overall  data  compilation  and 
analysis. 
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• SRPEDD  continues  to  provide  computerized  accident  filing  for  13  towns  and  has 
provided  pavement  management  assistance  to  16  towns. 

• SRPEDD  organized  a regional  economic  development  coordinating  effort  in  Bristol 
and  Plymouth  Counties  called  the  Massasoit  Compact.  A regional  strategy  for  devel- 
opment was  published  in  1993. 

• SRPEDD  provided  assistance  to  businesses  on  toxic  materials  use  reduction.  Staff 
worked  with  the  Southeast  Industrial  Advisory  Committee  to  hold  meetings  and  work- 
shops for  businesses  located  throughout  southeastern  Massachusetts. 

• Assistance  was  provided  to  the  Boston  Edison  Co.  with  the  planning  and  operation  of 
the  fourth  annual  Earth  Lab  Environmental  Conference.  The  conference  was  held  at 
Bridgewater  State  College  for  science  teachers  throughout  the  region. 

• A comprehensive  update  of  the  SRPEDD  Fact  Book  was  prepared  to  reflect  current 
information  on  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  district.  Among  the  changes  are  statistics 
from  the  1990  U.S.  Census,  current  employment  trends,  and  information  on  major 
employers,  financial  institutions,  and  recreational  facilities.* 

• At  the  request  of  the  Seekonk  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  SRPEDD  conducted  a 
survey  of  the  waster  rates  and  conservation  practices  employed  by  the  public  water 
suppliers  in  southeastern  Massachusetts.  A copy  of  the  survey  was  sent  to  each  water 
supplier  in  the  region. 

• SRPEDD  conducted  a survey  of  fees  charged  by  the  planning  boards  in  southeastern 
Massachusetts.  A copy  of  the  results  from  the  survey  was  sent  to  each  planning  board 
in  the  SRPEDD  district. 

• The  SRPEDD  staff  assembled  the  zoning  bylaws,  subdivision  regulations,  board  of 
health  regulations,  local  planning  studies  and  other  local  reports  for  each  city  and 
town  in  the  SRPEDD  district  into  a city  and  town  library  located  at  the  SRPEDD 
office. 

• The  SRPEDD  staff  organized  four  public  information  meetings  to  review  the  pro- 
posed changes  to  Title  5 of  the  State  Environmental  Code.  Title  5 regulates  on-site 
sewage  disposal  systems. 

• A Massachusetts  Small  Cities  Program  grant  application  was  prepared  for  Fairhaven. 
The  application  requested  funds  to  rehabilitate  Cushman  Park  and  for  street,  sidewalk 
and  drainage  improvements  in  the  surrounding  neighborhood. 

• SRPEDD  continued  to  provide  technical  assistance  to  cities  and  towns  under  the  DEP 
604B  program.  During  1993,  assistance  was  provided  to  the  Mattapoisett  River  Wa- 
ter Supply  Protection  Committee  (Acushnet,  Fairhaven,  Marion,  Mattapoisett,  and 
Rochester)  on  the  establishment  of  a water  supply  protection  district.

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MILLICENT  LIBRARY 


People 

The  Library  personnel  and  patrons  mourned  the  loss  of  our  Children’s  and  Young 
Adults’  Librarian,  Jacqueline  Newton  in  October.  Jackie  had  just  received  her  Master’s 
Degree  in  Library  Science  and  was  with  the  Millicent  Library  staff  since  1986.  All  through- 
out her  illness,  Jackie  managed  to  be  the  proverbial  “trooper”,  dedicated  to  providing  the 
best  in  library  services  to  the  young  people  of  Fairhaven. 

We  were  also  saddened  by  the  death  of  Ruth  Barnes  who  worked  at  the  Millicent 
Library  from  1949  until  her  retirement  in  1990. 

Ann  Richard  who  has  been  on  the  staff  since  1986,  was  appointed  Children’s/Young 
Adults’  Librarian.  Ann  received  her  Bachelor’s  degree  from  University  of  Massachusetts, 
Dartmouth  last  year  and  is  well  on  her  way  to  obtain  a Master  of  Library  Science  degree 
from  the  University  of  Rhode  Island. 

Robert  Gonsalves  received  a Bachelor’s  degree  from  U Mass  as  well  in  1993.  Circu- 
lation personnel  also  expanded  their  horizons  this  year.  Doreen  Skidmore  completed  sev- 
eral college  courses,  while  Jeanne  Adshead  began  a sign  language  course. 

Again  this  year  we  relied  heavily  on  volunteers  to  tackle  special  projects  as  well  as 
continuing  the  never-ending  task  of  entering  all  our  books  into  the  computer  database. 

Volunteers  who  came  in  nearly  every  week  on  a regular  schedule  were  George  Bunnell, 
Pat  DeSouza,  Ernestine  Locke,  Phyllis  Mclain,  Dorothea  Pauli,  Cal  Thornton,  and  Florence 
Whalley  (together  these  workers  contributed  over  1,800  hours).  Volunteers  coming  in  on  a 
fairly  regular  basis  included  Sheila  Callaghan,  J.  Richard  Early,  Jennifer  Galligo,  Ursula 
Mikciajczak,  Nick  Nahigyan,  Alice  Rapp,  Monica  Rosario  and  Beth  Trull.  Project  Coach 
also  referred  several  people  to  work  for  us  as  a community  service.  Of  course,  the  Trustees 
of  the  Library  continued  to  volunteer  their  time  in  various  capacities  throughout  the  year. 

We  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  made  donations  to  the  library  in  memory  of 
departed  loved  ones  this  year.  These  donations  allow  us  to  buy  special  items  we  could  not 
otherwise  afford. 

Library  Services 

The  Millicent  Library  is  open  55  hours  per  week  including  some  evening  and  Satur- 
day hours.  There  are  four  full  time  staff  members,  a full  time  custodian,  and  five  part  time 
staffers.  With  the  varying  areas  of  expertise  among  the  staff,  we  try  to  provide  as  wide  a 
range  of  materials  and  services  as  possible. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  Assistant  Director  Juanita  Walker  worked  with  a com- 
mittee of  staff  and  trustees  to  develop  a long  range  plan  for  the  library.  This  preparation  was 
a pre-requisite  to  applying  for  a collection  development  grant  of  $5,000  being  offered  by 
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the  state.  Since  we  had  discarded  our  scratched  and  hit-or-miss  record  collection,  we  de- 
cided to  target  the  grant  money  to  creating  a basic  music  collection,  mainly  on  compact 
disc.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  it  was  confirmed  that  we  will  be  receiving  the  money  in  1994 
for  this  project.  Nick  Nahigyan,  a volunteer  (and  music  expert),  searched  through  catalogs, 
discographies  and  reviews  to  help  us  select  a good  basic  classical  collection.  We  will  later 
be  adding  music  of  every  type. 

Our  computerized  network,  SEAL  (Southeastern  Automated  Libraries)  continued  to 
provide  us  with  access  to  the  library  collections  of  neighboring  towns  and  cities.  Durfee 
High  School  and  Bristol  Community  College  became  full  members  of  the  network  last  year 
and  this  year  several  other  high  schools,  including  Fairhaven,  became  dial-up  access  mem- 
bers. This  resource  sharing  among  institutions  of  varying  types  is  a progressive  idea  and 
seems  to  be  working  well  so  far. 

Trouble  with  vandals  and  disruptive  adolescents  prompted  the  formulation  of  a Be- 
havior Policy.  However,  this  minority,  no  matter  how  annoying  and  destructive,  does  not 
represent  the  majority  of  Fairhaven’s  young  people. 

The  Trustees  and  staff  continued  to  attend  meetings  and  seminars  concerned  with  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act.  We  installed  a TDD  (Telecommunications  Device  for  the 
Deaf).  We  continue  to  provide  home  delivery  and  Large  Print  Books,  as  well  as  collections 
to  the  nursing  homes.  Our  main  concern  is  access  to  the  building  itself.  We  engaged  an 
architect  at  the  end  of  the  year  who  sketched  a proposed  elevator  to  allow  access  to  our 
beautiful  and  historic  library  for  mobility  impaired  citizens. 

Children’s  Department 

This  year  the  children  of  the  Millicent  Library  participated  in  many  activities.  Help- 
ing celebrate  the  centennial  year,  fifth  graders  were  chosen  from  the  schools  in  Fairhaven  to 
write  letters  placed,  along  with  other  1993  memorabilia  in  the  Library  time  capsule  to  be 
opened  in  100  years. 

Other  children  were  also  thinking  of  the  future  on  Earth  Day.  Several  children  planted 
trees  in  Willow  Park  on  a rainy  day  in  April  — these  trees  were  purchased  with  money 
received  from  collecting  recyclable  soda  cans.  The  summer  programs  at  the  library  were 
very  successful.  They  included  a visit  from  Maggie  Rioux  of  the  Woods  Hole  Oceano- 
graphic Institute;  and  the  ever-popular  Jon  Stetson  with  his  magic.  The  summer  concluded 
with  the  annual  Teddy  Bear  parade.  Story  hour  attendance  is  still  very  high  and  the  children 
enjoy  listening  to  popular  books  and  creating  crafts. 

Research  Room  Activities 

Staff  research  director  Debbie  Charpentier  was  very  busy  with  requests  for  informa- 
tion as  well  as  with  activities  associated  with  her  position  on  the  Historical  Commission. 
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Ernestine  Locke  and  Dorothea  Pauli,  our  veteran,  venerable,  and  indefatigable  re- 
searchers worked  on  many  varied  projects  and  queries.  Examples  include  a family  from 
Scituate  calling  for  information  on  a painting  which,  when  cleaned,  showed  the  name  of 
artist  Harry  Neyland.  Their  local  library  put  them  on  to  us  and  we  were  happy  to  inform 
them  that  they  possessed  a work  by  a renowned  artist  once  director  of  Swain  School.  A 
search  for  Cooke  and  Hathaway  ancestors  brought  a couple  from  Golden,  Colorado.  Mate- 
rial was  supplied  to  them  from  Research  Room  resources.  Preston  Gifford,  Jr.,  a researcher 
from  Hyde  Park,  New  York,  worked  in  the  files  looking  for  anecdotes  on  FDR’s  visits  to  his 
grandfather  Warren  Delano’s  home  on  Walnut  Street,  to  insert  in  a Hyde  Park  publication  he 
edits. 


Materials  from  the  Fairhaven  STAR  and  clippings  files,  helped  the  Fairhaven  Histori- 
cal Society  and  the  Town  Hall  Centennial  committees.  Material  on  the  construction  and 
physical  details  of  Fairhaven  High  School  were  gathered  so  that  a question  regarding  the 
proposed  change  in  the  High  School  might  be  studied.  A “Blue  Book”  was  prepared  coor- 
dinating these  materials.  Alice  Rapp  studied  a Collection  of  Bartholomew  Akin  papers 
which  had  been  given  to  the  Library.  The  material  covered  the  period  1730-1899  and  is 
arranged  in  a “Blue  Book”. 

Events  and  Exhibits 

In  February  the  Library  hosted  a book  signing  party  for  Arthur  Moniz,  Fairhaven 
artist  who  illustrated  a bilingual  children’s  book  about  Manjiro  which  was  written  by  a 
group  of  women  in  Tosashimizu,  Japan. 

We  had  an  interesting  exhibit  of  Eldred  paintings  set  up  by  Albert  Benac  in  August 
and  September. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  Debbie  Charpentier  arranged  a display  in  the  Rogers  Room 
made  up  of  various  items  associated  with  the  opening  of  the  Town  Hall  in  1894. 

The  Library  grounds  and  building  again  played  host  to  the  John  Manjiro  Festival  in 
October.  Also  during  the  year,  we  were  visited  by  the  Japanese  Ambassador  to  the  United 
States,  Takakazu  Kuriyama. 

The  Library  sponsored  a literary  bus  trip  to  the  estates  of  author  Washington  Irving 
and  capitalist  Jay  Gould  in  Tarreytown,  New  York. 

Centennial 

The  Millicent  Library  was  opened  in  late  January  of  1893.  Myra  Lopes  and  the 
Centennial  Committee  hosted  a celebration  on  the  100th  anniversary  of  this  date.  We  also 
had  another  mini-celebration  on  Homecoming  day  and  in  December,  we  invited  representa- 
tives of  Fairhaven’s  schoolchildren  to  write  letters  which  were  placed  in  a time  capsule. 
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Visitors 

The  Library’s  guest  register  included  visitors  from  Azores,  Canada,  Columbia,  En- 
gland, Hong  Kong,  Italy,  Germany,  Norway,  Israel,  Palestine,  Scotland,  and  the  West  Indies. 
There  was  even  a guest  from  Pago  Pago,  American  Samoa.  Signers  also  represented  twenty- 
six  States.  Our  special  Japanese  guest  book  received  the  signatures  of  five  hundred  and 
forty-five  visitors  in  1993. 

Statistics 

The  total  circulation  for  FY93  was  125,674.  Total  holdings  numbered  74,746.  There 
were  7,444  registered  borrowers  (as  of  Dec  31,  1993). 

Friends  of  the  Library 

Anyone  interested  in  helping  to  start  a Friends  of  the  Library  group  in  Fairhaven 
should  contact  Mary  Jane  Richard  who  is  the  staff  representative  for  this  effort.  Such  an 
organization  might  help  in  many  ways  including  fundraising  for  special  projects,  sponsor- 
ship of  programs  and  events  as  well  as  a volunteer  pool.

The  Council  on  Aging  has  continued  to  provide  various  programs  for  our  seniors.  We 
continue  to  recruit  volunteers  for  our  many  programs.  Volunteers  have  given  17,300  hours 
to  the  council  on  aging..

Meals 
are  delivered  to  shut-ins  by  Director  and  Social  Day  coordinator.  Meals  for  Fairhaven  cli- 
ents were  prepared  by  The  Alden  Court  Nursing  Home. 

Our  Social  Day  Program  continues  to  grow.  We  now  have  29  clients.  The  clients 
enjoy  many  outdoor  activities  and  enjoy  scenic  rides  and  social  outings.  We  have  many 
intergenerational  programs. 
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Nursing  students  from  U-Mass  were  involved  with  the  Social  Day  clients  for  a six 
week  study.

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HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


1993  was  a year  of  many  accomplishments  for  the  Historical  Commission. 

Work  at  the  Fairhaven  Academy  continued  to  add  to  the  safety  and  security  of  the 
building.  Railings  for  the  front  entry  and  stairs  were  added  as  well  as  new  electrical  outlets 
throughout  the  building.  The  security  system  was  also  further  updated  and  a new  streetlight 
now  illuminates  the  front  of  our  Town  museum.  Additions  to  the  museum’s  collection  in- 
clude the  bell  from  the  Oxford  Chapel,  as  well  as  two  works  by  the  Fairhaven  artist,  Percy 
Co  wen. 

The  Town  Pump,  located  on  Union  St.,  was  restored  and  painted  by  Mr.  Felix  Gaucher. 

Seven  signs  that  were  missing  from  the  Moby  Dick  Trail  were  replaced  as  well  as  the 
Historical  plaque  at  the  Old  Stone  School  House. 

The  commission  has  also  continued  to  oversee  various  other  Town  properties  includ- 
ing Fort  Phoenix  and  the  former  fire-houses  on  Spring  and  Washington  Streets. 

The  House  Plaque  Program  saw  several  owners  of  historic  homes  research  their  homes 
and  then  register  the  information  with  the  Millicent  Library. 

Preliminary  planning  was  done  for  the  Centennial  of  the  Town  Hall  to  be  held  in 
February  of  1994.  Expected  guests  include  descendants  of  Henry  Huttleston  Rogers. 

Three  associate  members  were  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  regular  mem- 
bers; John  Badwey,  Debra  Charpentier,  and  Gail  Isaksen. 

Finally,  the  Commission  mourns  the  passing  of  our  fellow  member  and  friend  - Donald 
Bernard.  Donald  illuminated  for  a new  generation  the  depth  and  fascination  that  our  Town’s 
history  has  to  offer.

BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 

In  the  year  1993  the  Building  Department  saw  an  increase  in  the  number  of  building 
permits  issued  for  single  family  dwellings  and  residential  projects.  Permits  were  issued  for 
several  large  projects,  the  main  one  being  a new  Warehouse  / Distribution  Center  for  Titleist 
/ FootJoy  Worldwide,  and  other  renovations  to  their  facility  on  Bridge  Street.  Also  permits 
were  issued  for  subdivisions  on  Judson  Drive,  Alden  Road,  and  Weeden  Road.  The  Depart- 
ment also  saw  the  completion  of  the  condominium  units  at  Ocean  Meadows,  and  two  res- 
taurants, Blimpies,  and  Bob’s  Seafood,  Brahmin  Leather  Works  and  the  Radio  Station 
WBSM,  other  projects  are  in  the  primary  stage  at  this  time. 

Total  cash  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  from  the  Building  Department  for  1993  was  $ 
98,485.00.  Cash  received  was  for  building  permit  fees,  wiring,  plumbing  and  gas  permit 
fees,  certificates  of  occupancy  and  annual  building  inspection  fees  for  businesses  in  town.

The  Community  Nurse  Association  of  Fairhaven,  Inc.  is  a private,  non  profit  visiting 
nurse  association  that  provides  public  health  nursing  to  the  residents  of  Fairhaven  through  a 
contractual  agreement. 

We  continue  to  visit  many  Fairhaven  residents  through  our  health  promotion  home 
visits.  During  1993,  our  nurses  made  313  home  visits.  These  visits  were  to  new  mothers, 
newborn  babies,  residents  with  communicable  disease  and  frail  elderly. 

Our  clinics  continue  to  be  well  attended.  Our  walk  in  clinic  serviced  over  1200  resi- 
dents and  our  nurses  gave  over  200  childhood  immunizations.  A record  1500  flu  shots  were 
given  in  1993. 

The  staff  of  Community  Nurse  Association  of  Fairhaven,  Inc.,  has  enjoyed  working 
with  the  Board  of  Health,  and  we  look  forward  to  the  coming  year.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  passing  year  was  quite  unique  for  the  police  department.  Of  greatest  significance 
was  Chief  Stephen  Foster’s  choice  last  fall  to  put  his  highest  priority  towards  family  and 
relinquish  (or  at  least  postpone)  the  constant  demands  asked  of  the  police  chief.  His  deci- 
sion to  step  down  and  resume  his  prior  duties  as  a sergeant  was  accepted  with  some  sur- 
prise, much  regret  and  monumental  respect  from  the  entire  department. 

Chief  Foster  and  Lt.  Donald  Joseph  worked  closely  during  the  year  making  strides  to 
improve  and  upgrade  our  department.  Now,  with  strong  support  from  several  town  agen- 
cies Fairhaven  is  moving  quickly  towards  the  implementation  of  “E  911”.  Funded  through 
the  state,  it  provides  direct  communication  between  caller  and  respondent  by  using  the 
universal  telephone  number  911.  This  modem,  efficient,  effective  system  will  be  on  line  in 
calendar  year  1994,  allowing  us  a host  of  advantages  and  information  right  at  the  outset  of 
an  emergency.  From  a public  safety  perspective  this  could  literally  mean  the  difference 
between  life  and  death. 

Another  giant  leap  forward  is  happening  now  as  we  adjust  to  computerization.  In 
1993  town  meeting  members  saw  fit  to  fund  a computer  system  for  the  department.  Rely- 
ing heavily  on  Officer  Anthony  Medeiros,  a substantial  state  grant  was  also  received  to 
supplement  the  appropriation.  Chief  Foster,  and  now  I continue  to  depend  on  Tony  Medeiros 
to  research,  recommend  and  supervise  this  whole  project.  In  conjunction  with  E911  the 
computer  will  soon  bring  us  up  to  current  day  standards  in  our  records,  research  and  report- 
ing capabilities. 

For  the  first  time  in  Fairhaven  history  on  Thursday,  Nov.  1 1th  of  last  year  we  had  one 
of  our  own  members  honored  by  the  Massachusetts  Police  Association.  Officer  Richard 
Claflin  received  an  award  for  valor  as  a result  of  his  actions  related  to  a bombing  threat  at  a 
local  supermarket.  The  entire  department  takes  pride  in  his  recognition. 

In  1993  we  also  welcomed  two  new  employees.  Officer  Pamela  Bourgault  trans- 
ferred to  Fairhaven  from  the  Acushnet  Police  Department  in  December  of  1992.  She  came 
in  as  an  experienced  patrolman  and  currently  is  the  only  full-time  female  officer  on  the 
force.  Officer  Bourgault  is  certainly  a welcomed  asset  to  our  town.  It  appears  we  were  also 
quite  fortunate  with  the  selection  and  hiring  of  Officer  Michael  Myers  in  March.  During  his 
intensive  training  in  the  police  academy  Officer  Myers  was  honored  for  maintaining  the 
highest  academic  scores  of  his  entire  class.  Now  performing  full-time  patrol  duties  he 
continues  to  demonstrate  special  abilities  in  his  new  position. 

Unfortunately,  we  also  had  a very  qualified  and  capable  officer  leave  the  department. 
Officer  Richard  Vieira  accepted  a position  with  the  Natick  Police  Department  in  October. 
An  employee  since  1988  Off.  Vieira  cited  several  personal  reasons  for  making  the  change. 
We  certainly  wish  him  well  with  his  new  position. 
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The  future,  both  short  and  long  term,  seems  to  present  a multitude  of  problems  to  be 
overcome.  Many  of  these  may  be  resolved  slowly  through  management,  policy  and  coop- 
eration. But,  others  certainly  relate  to  economics.  We  will  be  asking  for  support  from  the 
selectmen,  finance  committee  and  the  entire  town  during  the  next  few  years  to  continue 
upgrading  our  ability  to  effectively  deal  with  the  needs  of  the  residents.  Our  building  is 
undersized  and  overcrowded  to  the  point  now  where  it  restricts  our  ability  to  function  prop- 
erly. We  need  to  utilize  new  technology  as  it  becomes  available  to  continue  to  combat  the 
menace  of  drugs  and  related  crimes.  Striving  to  become  more  proficient  and  more  profes- 
sional requires  more  training  and  more  education.  And,  while  the  mission  of  the  police 
department  remains  to  protect  and  to  serve,  the  manner  in  which  this  is  done  requires  con- 
tinued commitment  to,  and  from  the  town.  I am  confident  that  we  will  proceed  in  this 
direction. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-three  was  certainly  a busy  year  for  this  department.  The 
UNIFORM  DIVISION  consisting  of  approximately  twenty  officers  answered  a total  of 
9,737  calls  for  service  during  the  year.  Of  these  calls  556  were  related  to  traffic  accidents 
and  791  were  requests  for  ambulance  transport.  A further  breakdown  in  these  two  catego- 
ries is  as  follows:

WATER  DIVISION 


In  1993  we  pumped  527,999,400  gallons  of  water  from  our  well  fields.  There  were 
sixty  house  service  leaks  and  five  water  main  breaks.  Twelve  old  galvanized  house  services 
and  thirty  five  lead  street  services  were  replaced  with  new  copper  tubing.  One  hundred 
thirty  nine  new  water  services  were  added  to  the  system.  One  hundred  twenty  five  meters 
were  replaced  and  forty  two  new  style  meters  were  converted  over  with  remote  readers. 
11,237  feet  of  varying  size  water  mains  and  nineteen  new  fire  hydrants  were  added. 

Thirteen  old  fire  hydrants  were  replaced  and  all  the  hydrants  in  town  were  inspected 
and  operated  by  the  Fire  Department.  Any  hydrant  problems  reported  were  corrected  by 
Water  Department  personnel. 

New  equipment  was  added  at  our  pumping  stations  to  aid  in  corrosion  control. 

I would  like  to  thank  my  staff  and  all  Town  Departments  for  their  continued  support 
during  the  year.

SEWER  SUPERINTENDENT

Performance  of  the  sewage  treatment  plant  was  well  within  our  permit  limits,  with 
BOD5  and  TSS  levels  of  10.1  mg/1  and  11.2  mg/1  respectively  (state  and  federal  permit 
levels  30  mg/1),  and  an  average  pollutant  removal  of  >90%. 


Mattapoisett  contributed  53,289,504  gallons  of  the  total  772.47  million  gallons  re- 
ceived at  the  plant  this  year.  In  addition  1 ,578, 150  gallons  of  septic  waste  from  the  towns  of 

Fairhaven  Rnrhestpr  Arnchnet  Freetown  nnrl  Marion  wprp  arr^nt^ri  The 


Town  meeting  approved  a private/public  partnership  for  sludge  and  septage  disposal 
with  Resource  Conservation  Services.  Pending  approval  by  state  and  federal  agencies  the 
facility  will  be  located  behind  the  present  sewage  treatment  plant. 


The  collection  system  staff  oversaw  a total  of  65  new  sewer  installations,  4 of  which 
were  commercial,  and  responded  to  114  residential  emergencies.  Plans  for  West  Island 
sewage  disposal  are  underway  pending  funding.  Sewer  extensions  were  installed  on  Juddson 
Street  and  Alden  Road. 

I would  like  to  thank  my  staff  for  their  continued  support  and  dedication  to  the  sewer 
division.

The  Planning  Board  takes  issue  with  Town  Meeting  disapproval  of  Master  Plan  Fund- 
ing. Some  people  believe  Master  Plan  Studies  are  for  proposed  development.  Nothing 
could  be  further  from  the  truth.  A Master  Plan  gives  the  town  direction  on  what  to  expect 
and  how  to  proceed  with  future  problems  affecting  the  community.  This  includes  land  use 
changes  concerning  residential,  business,  industrial  and  recreational  property;  examining 
school  facilities  and  population  trends;  projection  of  future  sewer  and  water  needs;  in-depth 
studies  and  analysis  of  town  government,  zoning  and  sub-division  regulations. 
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A perfect  example  of  why  Fairhaven  needs  a Master  Plan  was  shown  clearly  this  year. 
Town  Meeting  members  were  faced  cold  turkey  with  West  Island  and  Sconticut  Neck  sew- 
erage problems,  the  need  for  composting  facilities  and  land-fill  reclamation  studies.  They 
approach  annual  and  special  meetings  with  little  or  no  understanding  of  the  warrant  and  rely 
on  town  officials  and  the  finance  committee  for  direction.  This  is  a bad  approach  for  solu- 
(j  tions  to  ever  increasing  town  business.  Residents  need  knowledge  to  prepare,  but  our  1965 
Master  Plan  is  outdated. 

We  have  the  largest  representative  town  meeting  membership  in  the  state,  with  60 
seats  unfilled  and  around  100  who  never  attend.  Departmental  information  does  not  reach 
the  average  member,  let  alone  the  voter.  Outdated  precinct  meetings  and  lack  of  quorums 
result  in  a poor  budgetary  process  with  only  a few  who  really  understand.  Reform  should 
materialize  with  open  public  hearings  held  prior  to  Town  Meeting  and  Finance  Committee 
appointments  made  by  the  moderator. 

Re-codification  of  Town  By-Laws  is  a town  meeting  function  and  our  special  act 
town  government  can  be  amended  by  the  legislature.  This  is  not  a complicated  process,  but 
it  requires  thought  and  a little  foresight.  The  Planning  Board  would  welcome  these  re- 
forms.

During  1993,  your  fire  department  has  undergone  major  changes.  On  February  6, 
1993  Deputy  Chief  David  Crowley  became  the  Acting  Chief  when  Chief  Donald  R.  Ber- 
nard retired.  Chief  Bernard  was  a firefighter  for  twenty-nine  years,  nearly  nine  of  which,  he 
was  chief.  It  saddens  this  officer  to  have  to  report  that  former  Chief  Bernard,  having  been 
retired  for  only  six  months,  died  of  a massive  heart  attack  on  September  1,  1993.  His 
presence  will  be  sorely  missed. 


On  a happier  note,  Lieutenant  Robert  Demanche,  a thirty-two  year  veteran,  retired  on 
February  13,  1993.  We  wish  Bob  (RABBI)  a long  and  happy  retirement. 

Replacing  Demanche  as  Lieutenant  was  Timothy  Francis.  Tim  is  a veteran  firefighter 
of  1 1 years.  At  the  time  Tim  was  promoted,  a vacancy  is  opened  at  the  firefighter  level,  and 
Call  Firefighter  Frank  Cruz  became  a permanent,  full-time  firefighter. 
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At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  in  June,  the  fire  department  requested  funding  to 
replace  the  aging  Rescue  Truck,  the  Rescue  Boat,  and  to  purchase  a computer  and  related 
equipment  for  the  fire  station.  All  requests  were  rejected.  However,  town  meeting  mem- 
bers suggested  that  a committee  study  the  fire  department  equipment  and  request  again  at 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  the  fall. 


Immediately  after  town  meeting,  an  Apparatus  Study  Committee  was  formed  to  evalu- 
ate the  existing  equipment  and  fire  apparatus  of  the  fire  department.  All  vehicles  were  ex- 
amined as  to  it’s  age,  usage,  condition,  and  potential  useful  life  expectancy  remaining.  Also 
examined  was  the  emergency  radio  system.  This  system  is  clogged  with  communications 
traffic,  and  our  firefighters  cannot  effectively  communicate  with  headquarters  which  is  a 
danger  to  public  safety.  An  order  of  priority  for  consideration  of  replacement  was  placed  on 
all  apparatus  and  equipment. 
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On  top  of  this  list  was  the  Rescue  Truck  and  the  Haz-mat  Trucks.  At  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  held  in  November,  Town  Meeting  Members  overwhelmingly  voted  to  fund 
requests  for  a combination  Rescue/Haz-mat  Truck  and  also  a Pick-up  Truck  with  a skid 
tank-pump  assembly.  Both  vehicles  should  be  completed  and  in  service  hopefully  in  the 
Spring  of  1994. 
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Engine- 1 , the  workhorse  of  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Department,  is  a 1975  Maxim  Pumper. 
It  is,  and  always  has  been,  the  first  pumper  out  of  the  station  and  the  last  pumper  back  on 

most  fires.

In  December,  while  at  a working  fire,  Engine  #1  broke  down  and  seriously  delayed 
extinguishment  and  thereby  allowed  the  fire  to  spread  and  threatened  a neighboring  home. 
The  neighbor  used  a garden  hose  in  an  attempt  to  protect  his  own  property.  Engine  #1  is

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rusting  badly,  the  diesel  engine  is  starting  to  smoke,  and  should  be  put  in  reserve  status  now, 
while  it  still  has  some  service  life  left.  Engine-4,  a thirty  year  old  International  Pumper,  is 
the  primary  reserve  pumper  in  Fairhaven.  It  must  be  replaced  now.  No  parts  are  available 
for  repairs,  as  the  manufacturer  has  long  ago  stopped  making  them.  Engine-4  would  be 
offered  as  a trade-in  to  reduce  the  cost  of  a new  pumper. 

Your  Fire  Department,  with  the  encouragement  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  attempted 
to  assist  the  Police  Officers  in  the  ambulance  responses.  Because  of  wide-spread  resistance 
from  the  Police  Brotherhood,  Selectmen  did  not  make  that  change.  There  are  six  full  time 
firefighters  that  are  currently  certified  E.M.T.’s  and  another  six  that  are  nearly  completed 
with  their  course  (This  E.M.T.  course  was  paid  for  by  the  permanent  firefighters,  Local 
1555,  and  did  not  cost  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  one  cent).  There  will  also  be  sixteen  call 
firefighters  that  are  certified  E.M.T.’s  at  the  end  of  this  course.  It  is  truly  sad  that  their 
training  cannot  he  used  to  benefit  those  we  serve,  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  and 
all  others  who  travel  along  the  streets  and  highways. 

On  August  8,  1993,  this  writer  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Chief  of  Department, 
having  passed  the  Civil  Service  Exam  held  in  March. 

In  November,  Lt.  Charles  R.  Tripp  was  promoted  to  Acting  Deputy  Chief.  He  will 
hold  this  position  until  a Deputy  Chief’s  list  is  available  from  Civil  Service.  An  exam  is 
scheduled  for  March  of  1994.  This  promotion  created  a vacancy  in  the  lieutenants  rank  and 
was  filled  by  Firefighter  Robert  Lincoln.  Robert  is  a 10  year  veteran  of  the  department. 
Replacing  firefighter  Lincoln  was  James  Rocha.  The  two  replacement  firefighters  hired  in 
1993  (Cruz  and  Rocha)  will  be  attending  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Academy  Recruit  Training 
Program  when  vacancies  become  available. 

For  the  first  time,  some  funding  was  appropriated  for  training.  A live  bum  training 
session  was  conducted  at  the  Barnstable  County  Training  Facility.  Call  Captain  Joseph 
Dawicki  directed  this  valuable  session.  Another  session  is  scheduled  for  the  Spring. 

1993  in  summary,  Firefighters  Almeida  and  Martin  rebuilt  the  exterior  stairs  to  the 
smoke  house  (for  training)  from  materials  mostly  donated  by  Call  Lieutenant  Steve  Brodeur 
(Beacon  Lumber);  K-Mart  donated  a TV/VCR,  the  New  Bedford  Board  of  Realtors  do- 
nated a FAX  machine,  Titleist/Footjoy  Worldwide  donated  two  high-rise  paks,  and  Retired 
Lt.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Swift  donated  fire  memorabilia. 

Long  time  Call  Firefighter  Richard  Carpenter  retired  in  1993.  Richard  joined  the  Call 
Department  in  1952.  He  served  the  town  with  loyalty  and  dedication  for  nearly  42  years, 
and  for  that,  we  can  be  grateful.  Thank  You  Richard! 

As  you  can  easily  see,  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Department  has  had  a major  change  in  it’s 
leadership  and  also  in  it’s  day-to-day  operations.  We  have  attempted  to  put  SERVICE  to 
our  community  at  the  top  of  a very  long  list  of  duties  of  the  Fire  Department. 
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I would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  for  their  support  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment and  particularly  Chairman  John  Haaland.  His  efforts  as  chairman  of  the  Apparatus 
Study  Committee  were  immeasurable.  Selectman  Mullen  has  been  steadfast  in  his  commit- 
ment to  improve  the  fire  service  for  the  town.  Also  thanks  to  outgoing  Select  woman  Ruth 
Galary.  Her  efforts  during  her  three  years  as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  has 
helped  to  improve  the  relationship  between  her  board  and  the  firefighters.  Thank  you  Mrs. 
Galary!

The  Fire  Alarm  Department  experienced  a relatively  quiet  year  in  1993.  Weather 
conditions  throughout  the  year,  especially  wind  and  lightning  storms  were  in  fact  minimal. 

As  the  growth  of  the  town  continues,  we  can  expect  a further  expansion  of  the  towns 
fire  alarm  network.  In  addition,  the  fire  alarm  division  was  able  to  assist  various  groups  and 
organizations,  in  the  town,  by  way  of  assistance  in  lighting  decorations,  flag  pole  details, 
etc. 


Also  in  the  Spring  months  all  fire  alarm  boxes  were  sanded  and  repainted  at  mini- 
mum cost  to  the  town. 

Since  the  time  of  our  last  report  to  you,  we  have  added  two  new  master  boxes  to  our 
townwide  network  system.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  year  1993  brought  many  interesting  developments  and  projects  to  the  Board  of 
Health.  Curbside  recycling  became  a reality,  and  we  have  been  active  in  its  implementa- 
tion. We  were  able  to  secure  a $20,000  grant  from  the  state  for  the  bins  and  educational 
material.  The  public  participation  rate  is  about  70  percent,  and  we  recycle  about  15  percent 
of  the  waste  stream. 

Rabies  became  a hot  topic  for  Massachusetts,  and  through  our  office  a regional  clinic 
was  held  to  vaccinate  all  first  responders. 

A sewer  treatment  and  collection  system  for  West  Island  is  becoming  more  certain  as 
we  assist  the  Town  in  working  through  State  agencies  to  secure  use  of  State  controlled  lands 
on  West  Island  to  place  a treatment  facility  there.  Although  the  going  is  slower  than  what 
we  anticipated,  the  progress  is  there,  and  a solution  appears  to  be  imminent.  The  public/ 
private  partnership  between  the  Town  and  BFI/Resource  Conservation  Services  became  a 
reality  when  the  Town  approved  the  contract  for  sludge/leaf  and  yard  waste  composting. 
The  landfill  issues  of  closure,  expansion,  State  mandates,  and  the  financial  backing  to  do 
what  is  required  were  very  interesting  and  time  consuming. 

PCB’s  in  the  New  Bedford  Harbor  and  the  incineration  and  dredging  debates  were 
involving.  This  is  a progressing  and  challenging  subject. 

Proposed  revisions  to  the  State  Environmental  Code  governing  septic  systems  were 
received.  To  prepare  for  the  upcoming  technical  changes  reeducation  of  the  staff  with  work- 
shops, seminars,  and  new  licensing  was  required.  Buzzards  Bay  and  water  quality  pro- 
grams took  much  time  as  well  with  alternative  septic  systems  being  allowed  in  Fairhaven 
by  the  State.  These  are  the  first  of  their  kind  in  the  State.  The  Health  Agent  is  actively 
involved  in  the  biweekly  testing  of  these  systems.  Test  results  may  enable  other  Massachu- 
setts residents  to  use  the  systems  to  extend  the  life  expectancy  of  their  septic  systems  while 
producing  better  water  quality.  A $50,000  EPA  grant  is  in  use  to  study  the  effects  of  septic 
systems  in  saturated  areas  along  the  Bay.  One  part  of  that  study  has  been  completed  for  the 
Ocean  Avenue  area,  and  the  report  is  due  shortly.  A Nakata  Avenue  study  will  begin  in  early 
1994. 


Other  routine  matters  handled  by  the  Board  office  are: 

1 . Drinking  water  laboratory  testing.  The  Board  of  Health  lab  was  again  certified 
by  the  State  in  1993  to  continue  its  programs; 

2.  Housing  inspections  for  compliance  with  State  and  minimum  requirements  for 
rental  units; 

3.  Sanitary  shore  walks  with  the  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries; 

4.  Inspections  of  retail  and  food  service  stores,  nursing  homes,  schools,  marinas 
and  health  clubs; 
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5.  Health  nuisance  complaint  investigations; 

6.  Sewer  and  water  hookup  mandates  per  Town  By-Laws  and  the  required  court 
enforcements; 

7.  Review  of  proposals  for  housing  additions,  alterations,  and  renovations  for 
houses  on  septic  systems; 

8.  Observation  of  percolation  testing; 

9.  Review  of  proposed  septic  system  installations  for  new  and  repaired  systems. 

The  Board  of  Health  sponsored  many  clinics  during  the  year  for  childhood  immuni- 
zations, geriatric  and  flu.  These  clinics  were  all  very  well  attended. 

Work  remains  to  be  done  to  complete  these  tasks  already  started  which  hopefully 
foster  a bright  future  for  Fairhaven  and  its  leadership  in  the  region.  We  thank  you  for  the 
opportunity  to  serve  our  community.

The  Chairman  sincerely  thanks  each  member  for  their  energy,  enthusiasm  and  courage  in 
the  service  of  the  Conservation  Commission.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


On  June  30, 1993  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed  thirty-four 
years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito  breed- 
ing sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures  of 
control  in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitoes. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  - To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice  during 
the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  summer  Larviciding  - To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitoes  in 
areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  - To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins 
and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  - To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and 
number  - a program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitoes  is 
also  useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  - A year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drain- 
age ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito 
larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that 
are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not  jeopar- 
dized. We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental 
conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different  formu- 
lations of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that  dosage 
rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators 
of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend 
classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a yearly  basis. 

During  the  spring  of  1993  water  levels  in  most  wetland  areas  were  above  normal  due 
to  heavy  rainstorms  during  the  late  winter  and  early  spring.  Because  most  of  the  breeding 
sites  were  flooded,  the  spring  brood  of  mosquitoes  infested  many  areas  of  the  county.  The 
Project  used  its  ultra  low  volume  sprayers  to  knock  down  most  of  the  spring  population. 
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During  June  the  wetland  areas  began  to  dry  down  as  a result  of  below  average  pre- 
cipitation during  the  months  of  May  and  June.  Most  of  the  county  received  only  1 .32  inches 
during  this  period.  As  the  summer  progressed,  it  got  continually  drier  until  drought  condi- 
tions prevailed.  By  late  summer  most  human  biting  mosquitoes  were  almost  non-existent 
due  to  spraying  and  dry  breeding  sites. 
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Isolations  of  EE  virus  were  extremely  low  this  summer  and  there  were  no  reported 
cases  of  EE  in  either  horses  or  humans  in  Bristol  County. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with  our  regular  spraying  of 
known  infested  areas  for  a total  of  9,1 18.8  sprayed  acres. 


During  the  fall  and  winter  months  a total  of  10,125  feet  of  brush  was  cut  from  ditches 
and  4,125  feet  of  drainage  ditch  was  reclaimed.  Our  crawler  tractor  also  dug  6,795  feet  of 
drainage  ditch. 
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I would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Fairhaven  for  their  contin- 
ued support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should 
anyone  have  a question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a mosquito  problem  in  their 
area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a breeding  site,  or  just  having  an 
area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION 


The  Fairhaven  Recreation  Commission  has  continued  to  provide  various  programs  to 
both  the  children  and  adults  in  Fairhaven.  The  Commission  is  very  proud  of  the  continued 
attendance  at  these  programs,  and  will  continue  to  modify  them  in  order  to  reflect  the  needs 
and  desires  of  the  town  of  Fairhaven.  The  reports  from  townspeople  indicate  that  our  pro- 
grams are  well-received  and  most  enjoyable. 

The  Summer  Recreation  Program  at  Hastings  Middle  School  has  been  very  well  at- 
tended. It  serves  school  age  youngsters  who  are  able  to  enjoy  such  recreational  activities  as 
floor  hockey,  kickball,  weight  training,  whiffle  ball,  and  basketball.  Instruction  in  tennis 
were  also  offered,  and  many  individuals  took  advantage  of  these  lessons. 

The  Fairhaven  Activity  Center  continued  to  cooperate  with  the  Recreation  Commis- 
sion. As  a result,  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Program  was  able  to  successfully  operate  out  of  the 
Center,  as  well  as  the  Middle  School.  The  field  trip  to  the  Zeiterion  was  very  well  attended. 
A science  program  was  added  this  past  summer  to  the  programs  held  at  the  activity  center. 

Adult  programs  were  offered  at  both  the  Middle  School  and  High  School  throughout 
the  fall  and  winter.  Youngsters  were  very  busy  Saturday  mornings  with  co-educational 
activities  of  various  nature,  which  were  offered  to  all  who  attended. 

During  both  the  February  and  Christmas  school  vacations  a variety  of  special  family 
activities  have  been  added  to  our  list  of  very  well  attended  programs.  With  the  cooperation 
of  several  town  businesses  the  recreation  commission  has  added  bowling,  roller  skating, 
billiards,  and  swimming  to  our  program. 

We  continue  to  support  and  promote  our  Youth  Basketball  Leagues,  and  wish  to  thank 
the  many  volunteers,  who  help  in  making  these  programs  as  successful  as  they  are.  There 
are  3 leagues  in  operation,  with  more  than  270  boys  and  girls  participating.  With  the  in- 
creasing growth  of  these  programs,  we  have  been  forced  to  add  on  additional  Supervisory 
personnel. 

The  recreation  Commission  continues  to  operate  the  towns  parks,  ball  fields,  and 
other  outdoor  recreational  facilities.  We  are  responsible  for  issuing  the  many  field  use 
permits  to  various  adult  and  youth  leagues  and  teams. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  supported  out  programs,  especially  the 
School  Department,  for  their  continued  cooperation  in  making  schools  available,  and  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  for  their  effort  to  maintain  and  care  for  our  public  outdoor  recre- 
ational facilities.

I am  pleased  to  report  that  this  year  we  placed  more  dogs  and  cats  with  new  owners 
than  ever  before.  Our  success  at  placing  unclaimed  animals  meant  fewer  animals  had  to  be 
destroyed.  Approximately  35-45%  less  than  in  previous  years.  The  efforts  of  our  volun- 
teers in  this  endeavor  are  to  be  commended.

The  year  1993  was  a routine  one  with  only  our  Town  Election.  We  had  our  Annual 
Town  Meeting  and  a Special  in  May,  an  Adjourned  Annual  and  a Special  in  June  and  a 
Special  in  November. 

As  of  the  annual  census  we  have  a total  of  15,934  residents  in  Town  and  9,269  regis- 
tered voters. 

This  office  processed  155  births,  267  deaths  and  138  marriages.  We  issued  1,385  dog 
licenses. 

Total  cash  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  was  $40,835.85  for  dog  licenses,  certified 
copies,  parking  violations,  Board  of  Appeal  fees,  business  certificates,  vitals  and  various 
other  fees. 

Our  parking  ticket  program  with  Arlington  Data  is  working  well.  With  the  help  of  the 
Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  we  are  processing  a good  percentage  of  our  parking  tickets.  The 
total  fees  collected  on  tickets  was  $15,670.00. 

Our  office  is  working  with  the  Assessors  and  the  Police  Department  toward  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  911  system.  This  will  be  a great  plus  for  our  Town  and  we  should  be  on 
line  soon. 

I would  like  to  thank  all  the  departments  and  our  fellow  workers  for  their  cooperation 
during  the  past  year.

During  the  year  1993,  the  Highway  Department  has  been  very  busy  reconstructing 
streets,  laying  drainage  lines,  cleaning  drainage  ditches,  repairing  manholes  and  catch  ba- 
sins, cold  mix  patching,  grading  dirt  streets,  repairing  sidewalks,  removing  tree  stumps, 
repairing  and  replacing  street  signs,  grass  and  brush  cutting,  street  sweeping,  sanding  and 
snow  plowing,  being  the  major  parts  of  our  work. 

The  Street  Resurfacing  Program  included  the  following  streets:

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The  Highway  Department  has  laid  over  750  linear  feet  of  new  and  repaired  drain 
lines  with  manholes  and  catch  basins. 

Potholes  remain  a problem  with  over  90  ton  of  cold  mix  being  used  during  the  year. 

Street  sign  vandalism  continues  with  over  175  signs  being  replaced  or  repaired. 

During  our  snow  removal  and  sanding  operation  we  used  a combination  of  990  tons 
of  sand  and  salt. 

The  Sidewalk  50/50  Participation  Program  continues  to  work  well.  Anyone  wishing 
to  have  sidewalk  or  curbing  work  done  at  their  residence  should  come  to  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  Office  and  fill  out  an  application. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  personnel  of  the  Highway  Department  for  their  cooperation 
and  a job  well  done.

As  required  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  72  Section  4, 1 herewith  submit 
my  Annual  Report  covering  the  Fiscal  Year  1993. 

PROGRAMS/STAFFING 

Staffing 

Due  to  retirements,  transfers  and  rebuilding  of  programs,  four  (4)  new  staff  members 
have  been  brought  on  board;  the  positions  filled  were  Middle  School  English,  Middle  School 
Science,  Middle  School  Music,  and  Elementary  Music. 

As  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  the  School  Department  is  advertising  for  the  position 
of  Health  Coordinator/Physical  Education  Director.  This  is  possible  due  to  the  receipt  of 
state  moneys  in  the  form  of  the  “Tobacco  Free  Schools”  grant.  It  is  anticipated  that  moneies 
from  this  grant  will  be  forthcoming  for  at  least  five  (5)  years. 

Programs 

As  was  indicated  last  year,  it  was  the  School  Department’s  intent  to  continue  to  re- 
build programs  lost  during  the  period  of  1988-1989  wherever  possible.  Thanks  to  addi- 
tional state  funding  a music  position,  a new  K-8  Reading  program,  and  computer  upgrading 
in  both  the  middle  and  high  schools  was  able  to  have  been  implemented. 

Additionally,  starting  in  September  of  1993,  all  grade  seven  students  were  enrolled  in 
introductory  classes  in  both  French  and  Spanish.  It  is  felt  that  this  will  provide  students 
with  the  opportunity  to  learn  about  other  cultures  and  also  to  help  them  determine  interests 
in  these  areas  that  may  provide  opportunities  for  study  in  high  school  and  beyond. 

As  was  stated  previously,  the  school  system  along  with  all  other  school  systems  in  the 
Commonwealth  received  monies  through  the  “Tobacco  Free”  grant.  These  moneies  are 
earmarked  to  develop  programs  in  all  aspects  of  health,  wellness,  and  positive  decision 
making.  As  such,  Hastings  Middle  School  has  instituted  the  “Quest  International  Skills  for 
Adolescence  Program”.  Insofar  as  this  program  focuses  on  building  self-discipline  and 
responsibility,  communicating  and  cooperating  with  each  other,  managing  attitudes  and 
emotions,  relationships  with  family  and  peers,  goal  setting  and  dealing  with  peer  pressure, 
we  feel  it  is  an  excellent  adjunct  to  our  “Project  Charlie”  program  that  we  have  run  in  our 
elementary  schools  for  the  past  seven  (7)  years.  “Quest”  has  proven  to  be  successful  in  a 
number  of  middle  schools  throughout  the  country  and  we  expect  it  to  meet  with  the  same 
success  here. 

As  in  the  past,  we  attempt  to  update  at  least  one  curriculum  area  each  year.  Reading 
was  updated  in  1992  and  put  in  place  for  1993;  this  year  Science  is  being  so  reviewed  and 
updated  to  be  in  place  for  September  of  1994. 
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Special  Needs 

Fairhaven  Public  Schools  provides  specialized  programs  and  services  for  children 
with  special  needs.  A wide  range  of  programs  are  offered  in  all  six  (6)  schools  for  children 
who  show  need  for  speech,  hearing,  learning  disabilities  and  development  disabilities  pro- 
grams. All  children  with  a special  need  have  an  Individual  Education  Plan  which  is  devel- 
oped on  an  annual  basis.  There  has  been  a major  thrust  to  develop  mainstream  programs. 
These  programs,  provide  special  needs  children  educational  opportunities,  with  their  non- 
disabled peers  in  the  least  restrictive  environment. 

Continued  state  mandated  requirements  and  changes  in  federal  law  foster  the  need  for 
increase  in  special  needs  budgets.  These  increases  are  more  dramatic  than  that  of  the  regu- 
lar program.  Nevertheless,  the  school  department  continues  to  strike  a balance  between  the 
needs  of  regular  education  students  and  special  education  students;  providing  meaningful 
educational  services  to  all  Fairhaven  students. 

In  addition  to  our  in-town  programs,  additional  students  with  low  incidence  special 
needs  handicaps  are  provided  services  in  specialized  out-of-district  facilities.  Currently  18 
students  are  enrolled  in  the  following  out-of-district  programs:  Bradley  Hospital,  R.I.; 
Kennedy-Donovan  Center,  New  Bedford;  New  England  Center  for  Autism  in  Framingham; 
Deveraux  School  in  Rutland;  the  Schwartz  Center  in  New  Bedford;  the  Cardinal  Cushing 
School  in  Hanover;  the  Grove  School  in  Connecticut;  the  American  School  for  the  Deaf  in 
Hartford,  Connecticut;  South  Coast  Educational  Collaborative,  Seekonk;  and  St.  Vincent’s, 
Fall  River. 

Fairhaven  Public  Schools  continues  its  membership  in  the  Southeastern  Massachu- 
setts Educational  Collaborative  (SMEC)  which  serves  selected  students.  Included  are  pro- 
grams for  students  in  need  of  behavior  management  services,  career  exploration  activities 
and  early  childhood  education  programs.  Currently  thirty-three  (33)  Fairhaven  students  are 
enrolled  in  the  early  childhood  program;  fourteen  (14)  in  the  career  exploration  activity; 
three  (3)  in  the  behavior  management  program;  thirteen  (13)  in  the  K-l  transition  classroom 
and  two  (2)  in  experiential  learning  program. 

The  SMEC  special  needs  pre-school  program,  housed  at  the  Rogers  School  is  innova- 
tive and  productive.  It  provides  early  intervention  for  3&  4 year  old  children  and  in  many 
cases  eliminates  the  need  for  special  education  services  as  the  child  grows  older.  The  pro- 
gram provides  half  day  programs  and  in  the  case  of  children  with  very  special  needs  full  day 
programming.  Our  integrated  pre-school  program  has  developed,  expanded  and  become 
very  successful. 

At  the  Burt  School,  the  SMEC  program  provides  career  exploration,  work  placement 
and  supervised  work  program  for  special  education  students.  The  behavior  management 
and  K-l  programs  provide  small  group  services  to  students  who  require  close  attention  and 
support. 
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Mainstream  activities  presently  in  place  have  been  expanded  to  promote  the  inclu- 
sion of  more  severely  handicapped  students.  Programs  of  this  type  are  in  place  at  all  levels. 
Continued  and  expanded  training  for  both  regular  and  special  education  teachers  is  being 
provided.  Significant  funds  from  the  various  federal  grants  have  been  set  aside  to  support 
this  training. 

The  Fairhaven  Special  Needs  Parent  Advisory  Council  has  been  a supportive  group. 
The  P.A.C.  is  invited  to  participate  with  the  administrator  of  special  needs  on  special  needs 
projects.  The  P.A.C.  meets  monthly  at  the  Hastings  Middle  School. 

Testing 

During  the  1992-1993  school  year  no  Basic  Skills  Tests  were  administered  to  stu- 
dents in  grades  3,  6 and  9.  The  State  Assessment  program  implemented  last  year  for  stu- 
dents in  grades  4,  8 and  12  is  administered  every  two  years  and  so  was  not  administered 
during  the  1992-1993  school  year. 

Testing  administered  in  Fairhaven  during  the  1992-1993  school  focused  on  the  Cali- 
fornia Achievement  Tests  which  were  administered  in  grades  2 through  5 and  the  Scholastic 
Aptitude  Testing  for  those  youngsters  in  grades  11  and  12  interested  in  attending  college. 
There  were  no  nationally  normed  assessments  administered  for  the  middle  school  grades. 

The  results  from  the  California  Achievement  Tests  during  the  1992-1993  school  year 
continue  to  indicate  above  average  class  results  in  the  areas  of  Reading,  Language,  Math- 
ematics, Science  and  Social  Studies. 

The  results  from  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Testing  for  Fairhaven  High  School  students 
were  as  follows:  In  the  verbal  are  students  scored  .001%  lower  than  the  national  average 
and  in  the  Math  area  .05%  lower  than  the  national  average.  These  lower  scores  are  negli- 
gible and  overall  students  still  did  very  well.  Their  testing  scores  proved  higher  than  neigh- 
boring communities. 


Kindergarten  Entry  Age  And  Screening 

During  the  1992-1993  school  year,  the  Fairhaven  School  Department  continued  screen- 
ing activities  for  new  Kindergarten  entry  age  for  students.  Students  must  turn  five  (5)  by 
September  1 of  the  year  that  they  enter  Kindergarten.  A total  of  167  students  were  screened 
in  the  Spring  of  1993.  All  students  entered  Kindergarten  in  September,  1993. 

Security 

Due  to  the  unfortunate  and  tragic  killings  that  occurred  in  neighboring  schools  and 
communities,  it  caused  all  school  systems  to  review  their  own  schools  relative  to  access  and 
safety. 

In  the  Fairhaven  School  System  the  following  has  been  implemented;  Hastings  Middle 
School,  Rogers  and  Wood  Schools  have  had  buzzer/lock  entry  systems  installed;  East 
Fairhaven  and  Oxford  Schools  have  had  buzzer/lock/TV  camera  systems  installed;  Fairhaven 
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High  School,  due  to  its  unique  entry  ways  was  not  amenable  to  similar  systems.  In  lieu  of 
an  electronic  system  at  Fairhaven  High  School,  a security  matron  was  hired  and  appears  to 
meet  the  school’s  security  needs  quite  appropriately. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  all  entrance  and  exit  procedures  have  been  reviewed  and 
changed  where  warranted,  doors  are  locked  where  appropriate,  and  a format  has  been  de- 
veloped with  the  Police  Department  to  insure  visibility  and  availability  at  critical  hours  of 
the  day. 


Contract  Negotiations 

Last  year  all  units  (6)  contracts  were  negotiated.  All  settled  for  zero  (0)  increase  in 
salary  along  with  some  language  changes.  Some  contracts  were  one  (1)  year  in  length, 
others  were  for  two  (2)  years  with  re-openers  on  salary.  Additionally,  teacher  aides  voted  to 
unionize  and  their  basic  contract  is  currently  being  negotiated. 

As  of  this  report,  all  the  above  units  are  currently  in  negotiations  with  the  school 
department  relative  to  salary.  It  is  hoped  that  all  contracts  will  have  been  settled  by  Town 
Meeting  of  this  year. 


High  School  Accreditation 

As  you  are  aware,  Fairhaven  High  School  was  placed  on  probation  by  the  New  En- 
gland Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC).  As  was  indicated  last  year,  the  initial 
findings  stated  that  serious  limitations  exist  with  the  facilities  support  for  specific  educa- 
tional programs,  including  the  following:  school  library/media,  physical  education,  athlet- 
ics, laboratory  sciences,  computer  sciences,  foreign  language,  music,  art,  home  economics. 

Upon  review  these  findings  became  part  of  the  final  recommendation  of  NEASC,  and 
the  school  was  placed  on  probation  until  these  issues  were  addressed  and/or  resolved.  This 
did  not  mean  that  Fairhaven  High  School  has  lost  it  accreditation;  it  has  basically  received 
a stem  warning  that  it  very  well  may  lose  accreditation  if  these  issues  raised  are  not  re- 
solved in  the  near  future. 

Issues  relative  to  curriculum  and  policy  are  well  underway  to  being  resolved  witness 
the  involvement  of  faculty  committees  already  in  place  dealing  with  same.  As  the  work  of 
these  committees  progress  and  issues  are  resolved,  NEASC  is  apprised  of  same,  hence  the 
goal  of  removing  probation  becomes  closer. 

High  School  Facilities 

The  major  issue  to  be  dealt  with  remains  the  high  school  facilities.  Prior  to  the  ac- 
creditation process  taking  place,  the  school  department  had  been  developing  a strategy  to 
deal  with  the  facilities  as  such.  This  has  been  an  issue  that  had  been  raised  many  times  in 
the  past  and  was  never  really  given  the  attention  it  deserved,  nor  is  it  felt  was  the  issue  given 
the  credibility  it  deserved.  In  the  Town  Report  of  1965,  Superintendent  Lynwood  P.  Harriman 
stated,  “I  urge  the  immediate  consideration  of  the  Building  Committee  to  the  need  for  the 
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expansion  of  programs  at  the  high  school.  The  school  survey  of  a few  years  ago  and  the 
new  Master  Plan  for  Fairhaven  both  point  to  the  need  for  an  addition  of  facilities  and  the 
remodeling  of  present  facilities  at  the  high  school  to  allow  for  the  expansion  of  programs  in 
Industrial  Arts,  physical  education,  business  and  library.” 

Since  that  time,  the  focus  has  changed  slightly  in  that  we  now  enjoy  a Regional  Voca- 
tional system,  but  our  needs  for  rehabilitation  in  the  areas  of  library,  physical  education,  and 
science  are  glaring  and  that  is  exactly  the  areas  of  major  concern  in  the  report  of  the  NEASC 
and  one  of  the  major  reasons  why  the  high  school  is  now  on  probation. 

To  deal  with  this  problem,  the  school  department,  with  the  use  of  high  school  trust 
funds,  advertised  for  requests  for  proposals  (RFP’s)  to  conduct  a High  School  Facility  Study. 
In  August  of  1993,  fifteen  (15)  architectural  firms  toured  the  facility  and  eventually  seven 
(7)  firms  submitted  proposals  for  consideration.  A screening  committee  consisting  of  rep- 
resentatives from  the  school  department  and  the  community  was  formed  and  eventually  the 
firm  of  Earl  Flansburgh  & Associates  of  Boston  in  conjunction  with  Ms.  Carol  Nelson  of 
“Design  & Conservation”  in  New  Bedford  were  chosen  to  perform  the  study.  As  you  will 
recall,  Ms.  Nelson  was  the  architect  involved  with  exterior  restoration  of  the  high  school  in 
the  early  1980’s. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  school  department  to  review  as  many  options  as  possible  as  a 
result  of  this  study,  and  to  make  a recommendation  to  the  community  as  to  the  most  viable 
option  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  May  1994. 

This  study  was  commissioned  in  November  and  a committee  of  twenty  (20)  individu- 
als representing  the  following  groups  was  created  to  review  the  results  and  help  formulate 
the  final  recommendation  to  the  School  Committee  and  the  community;  school  department. 
School  Committee,  Finance  Committee,  Selectmen,  Department  of  Public  Works,  Alumni 
Association,  Council  on  Aging,  Fairhaven  Educators  Association,  faculty,  custodial  staff, 
students,  parents,  Historical  Society,  business  community,  Commissioners  of  Trusts. 

Educational  Reform 

On  June  21, 1993,  Governor  Weld  signed  into  law  the  “Educational  Reform  Act”.  As 
you  will  recall,  this  had  been  a long  time  in  coming  and  there  was  grave  concern  that  it 
would  not  become  a reality.  However,  it  did  in  fact  become  law  albeit  there  have  been 
upwards  of  90  amendments  filed  this  year  that  could  affect  it. 

This  massive  piece  of  legislation  covered  all  aspects  of  education  in  Massachusetts; 
Teacher  tenure,  goals  and  standards,  teacher  certification,  curriculum  frameworks,  duties  of 
school  committees,  professional  development,  etc.  and  most  importantly,  school  finance. 

As  I am  sure  you  are  aware,  the  issues  relative  to  school  finance  sparked  the  most 
controversy  in  all  communities  and  towns  across  the  Commonwealth,  and  Fairhaven  was 
no  exception.  The  formula  that  was  finally  developed  by  the  state  was  subject  to  interpre- 
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tation  and  much  confusion.  It  underwent  close  scrutiny  by  the  Massachusetts  Municipal 
Association,  and  is  still  under  attack  to  be  revised  as  this  report  is  written.  Suffice  to  say, 
the  Town  of  Fairhaven  received  an  additional  $335,000  over  what  the  state  had  allocated 
the  previous  year  for  education.  The  town  itself  voted  an  additional  $89,000  as  its  mandated 
share  of  the  1993-1994  school  budget. 

It  is  uncertain  as  of  the  writing  of  this  report  whether  the  formula  as  published  last 
year  by  the  Commonwealth  will  remain  the  same  for  this  year.  If  the  Commonwealth  con- 
tinues to  fund  its  part,  the  town  will  be  mandated  to  fund  its  share;  both  amounts  are  un- 
known at  this  time.  The  school  department  wants  to  assure  this  community  that  relative  to 
these  funding  issues,  it  will  continue  to  work  very  closely  with  the  Finance  Committee  and 
Director  of  Finance  in  developing  as  realistic  a budget  as  is  possible.  It  is  felt  that  this  has 
been  accomplished  in  recent  years,  and  will  continue  to  be  the  case  in  the  years  to  come. 

Conclusion 

The  school  department  has  started  the  long  journey  of  rebuilding  from  the  devasta- 
tion of  the  late  1980’s,  witness  the  return  of  specific  programs  and  staff.  The  journey  is  a 
long  one,  and  will  certainly  not  be  completed  in  the  immediate  future. 

Add  to  this  ever  present  goal  of  rebuilding  the  immediate  issue  of  the  high  school 
facility,  the  community  must  recognize  the  need  to  be  supportive  of  it’s  educational  system. 
The  schools  continue  to  deliver  a solid  education  to  it’s  students  witness  the  final  bench- 
marks relative  to  strong  SAT  scores,  80%  enrollment  in  post  secondary  schools  by  last 
years’  graduating  class,  and  the  high  quality  of  schools  our  graduates  are  being  accepted  at 
and  are  attending. 

These  achievements  it  is  felt,  are  directly  attributable  to  the  dedication  and  hard  work 
of  the  staff,  the  commitment  of  the  parents  and  students,  and  the  hope  in  the  future  that  the 
community  will  continue  to  recognize  and  support  what  is  necessary  and  required  for  our 
children  to  continue  to  succeed.  The  school  department  is  on  record  as  being  committed  to 
work  with  the  community  in  attaining  and  maintaining  these  goals.

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Community  Support  — It  is  the  finding  of  the  committee  that  there  is  not  overwhelm- 
ing community  support  in  the  Town  for  regionalization. 

Cost  Savings  — Initial  findings  indicate  that  there  would  be  no  major  cost  savings  to 
Fairhaven. 

Mutual  Benefits  — It  was  felt  that  the  benefits  that  accrued  to  Fairhaven  would  be 
much  less  than  that  which  would  accrue  to  another  community. 

The  committee  therefore  would  not  be  in  favor  of  regionalization  at  this  time.  Report 
accepted.

bonds  or  notes  under  this  vote.
